one  demonstration  desk  wih  gas,  dem¬ 
onstration  bars,  and  electrical  outlets.

5.  If  you  are  one  of  a  large  group 
and  a  stranger  is  being  introducwl  to 
you,  do  not  wait  to  be  introduet*d; 
speak  up  and  say  your  name,  “I  am 
Mary  .\nn  .Andrews.”  This  helps  to 
eliminates  the  period  of  silencT*  which 
often  follows  w'hen  a  stranger  walks 
into  a  room. 

6.  When  intnxlucing  parents  to 
college  friends  always  m(‘ntion  par¬ 
ents’  names  first. 

7.  Use  the  form,  “This  is.”  For

8.  When  introducing  a  large 
group  mention  names  of  men  and 
women  in  the  order  the\  are  sitting 
or  standing. 

9.  Start  the  conversation  with  two 
strangers  by  telling  something  about 
each  one  when  you  make  the  intro¬ 
ductions. 

10.  .A  question  is  a  good  conver¬ 
sation  starter. 

How  do  you  acknowledge  an 
introduction? 

You  mav  .say  “How  do  you  do”  or 
“Hello”  or  “I’m  very  glad  to  meet  you.” 
It  is  courteous  to  repeat  the  name  and 
smile  whether  or  not  the  new  ac¬ 
quaintance  makes  you  feel  like  doing 
it. 

Some  cues  on  use  of  first  names: 

U.se  of  a  first  name  is  a  privilege 
of  friendship  and  the  result  should  be 
increased  friendliness. 

1.  All  younger  groups  u.se  first 
names  as  s(K)n  as  they’ve  met.
